Victoria harbjr and tho erection ol 
the new bridges wore due entirely to 
Mr Waddiugtoa's exertions. A warm 
advocate of the Free School system, 
he became the first Superintendent ot 
Education noder the Island Govern- 
ment. As a member of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly from one of tbo most 
important constituencies, Mr Wadding- 
ton will be remembered as an ekquont 
and consistent loader of tho OjipoBi uoii 
— gonorally succossfuMy coiuljutting 
such of tho Govern ijient ficlioines v.'iih 
which he honestly diillrcd ; and many 
wholesome laws tli.at since union have 
boon adapted to tho requiroiuonts of 
tho united Colony were promoted 
and farried through tho exertions ot 
Hp Waddington. ilis latest and no- 
blest coiiecption was a ])r(>iuet, lor tlie 
oonetrueiiuii of a tratiHcontiiionta! 
wagon road through Jiritish territory 
Years ago— before oven tho boldest of 
Canadian statesmen had fairly enter- 
tained tho sehorno of confedoratiDg tho 
Nonh American Colonies under one 
strong coulral Government — tho pro- 
jector of tbo I3uto inlet VFagon Eoad 
was employed, at his own ospenso, in 
equipping and dispatching bodies of 
explorers wbo were charged with tho 
duty of examining and reporting upon 
tbo practicability of constructing a 
road through tbo coast range of moun- 
tains to Cariboo. After a consider- 
able outlay of timo and money, tlto 
idea became a reality. Tlio oxurtioiiM 
of one of tho CYijIoring parties weio 
attended with huccuss. A feasible 
pans to tho ojiuii eoiuitry was discov- 
ored lying at tho houd of J3'Ue lnlot, 
and tho inlet was ii<curtained to bo 
tho boHl natural liiii bor on tho inain- 



hia own private means, to open tho 
road through the valley of Homathoo 
iiiver (a stream of considerable volome 
emptying into theboadot Bute lalel), 
and the work was progressing lavor- 
ably towards its oompletiqn, when 
tho news of the massacre of tho work- 
men hy Indians thrilled tbrongh the 
country in April, 1864. Not satiefied 
with shedding the blood of tho work*, 
ing parly, tho savugos desiroyed all tbo 
movable property of tho company, 
killed tho animals and burned tho 
cabins and slorohouHos, involving a 
loss of many thouf and dollars to tho 
enterprising projector and pecuniarily 
ruining him. Sineo that unfortunate 
period iMr Waddington has not boon 
idle. After combatting tho arguments 
of a Govorninout systematioally op- 
posed to the fulfilraont of this groat 
enterprise — as it is to that of every 
project having for its aim the ad- 
vancement of the country — Mr Wads 
dington has at last secured a now 
charter and important grants of land ; 
and the object of bis visit to the Eus' 
is to form a joint stock company, wi h 
capital BufSoient to complete the first 
link in the Overland Wagon lioad 
to tbo great gold fields of Cariboo, 
with tho ultimate object' of extending 
it to the base of the Eooky Mountains, 
where it will meet the working par- 
ties from the East. The route via 
Bute Inlet is the only feasible one for 
overland communication through 
British North America. Tho idea is 
a great and grand one. It may bo 
that tho good man who ia about to 
leave us to prosecute hia philanthropic 
design is desLiiioJ not to live to eoe 
it consummated — it may bo that ho 
will not bo spared to return to the 
scene of hia Baorificos and his tri- 
umphs; but if tho good wishes of his 
fellow colonists will effect anything, ho 
will not only live to see the great Over- 
land Wiiggonroad — tho proudest menu 
ment that can bo erected to his mem» 
ory — an accomplished fact, but will 
live to cross the continent in the first 
mail coaoh.

Little credence is 
given to the report, but precautionary 
measures have been taken and tho house- 
hold guard at Balmoral are doubled. 

London, Oct. L5 — Evening. — The Fen- 
ian alarm is spreading. Tiic Qoverument 

are in receipt of many dispatches announc- 
ing the pos.sible plans of the brotherhood. 
Troops and gnnhonts have been dis- 
patched to Ireland and the entire western 
coast guarded with extraordinarv vigi"* 
lance. 

Tho news from Italy to-night is very 
important. The entire jiress of Italy are 
almost without exception in favor of the 
seizure of Rome by tho Government. 
The strength of the party of action in- 
creases hourly, and recent successes have 
given them new courage. Slrirp (ights 
have occurred at various points in I" 
province of Viterbo, in all of which the 
insurgents were successful. The Pope 
has called an immediate meeting of tho 
Cardinals to consider the situation. 

Florence, Oct l5th — Last advices 
from the Pupal forces say thoy aro falling 
back on Rome. 

— It is reported that 
Murshnl Narvacz, the Sparii.sli Prfiiii(>r, 
has offered Napoleon tho assistance of 
Spain in sustaining the temporal power of

The Prescott (C. W ) Tdeqrnph tells 
tho following : A most disirraecfiil scene 
occurred in the Catholic Church in this 
place on Sunday last, nrismg frnni tho 
animosiiies eiigi-ndurod by the late elec- 
tion. Father Roche, the priest, who in 
wrll, if not favorably known, is a Shaiily 
man, and on the Sibbatli prcvir,u>, in an 
electioneering speech of about an hour, 
which would have done him er'idit on a 
week day, and in a loss saered place, ex. 
horted his con{rrei;iition to siipjiort, by 
their votes, the 'i'ory candidate. On tli it 
oeeasi>)n, about half his coiigi-e^'-atioii Irfi 
in (lisirust, but were folhiivi-d out of ihi'irs 
by vulgar, nhiisivu epithets hurled after 
them by the enraged priest, This affair, 
on the eve of election, created excitement 
in the town, but wns entirely celiii-ed by 
I he proceedings of lust Sunday I''athi!r 
lloehe, ait hough his party Inid won tlie 
election, could not be sali.-lied without 
pouring a broadside or two into tho ranks 
of those who had dared to tbinli; for them 
selves and according to their convictions 
of duty. IIu aeeordin{;Iy conimeneed 
another political sonnoii, which shortly de- 
generiited into gross personalities, wliich 
were the iinniediiite cause of raising a 
row which would have disgraced any pro- 
perly conducted liquor saloon. He sing- 
led oat his victim for the sacrificial altar 
a respectable gentletnan and member of 
tho church, J. Gray, alludind to him in 
such a pointed nmtiiier that no one could 
fail to understand who was the person 
meant, and insulting him by a coiicso 
reference to an Dnfortunate brother, 
once generally admired for his character 
and abilities, but now under tro'itnient, in 
consequence of an injury su-tained to his 
spine, in the ProviiK'ia! Asyliiin. 'I'liis 
cruel attack aroused .Mr. Cray's indigniu 
tion, and lie advanced up the aisle in 
front of the priest and sjjoke nearly as 
follows: "Father Roche, 1 respect the 
sacred dignity of your priosihuod ; I re- 
spect the sacred house of God ; Init dure 
you attack niy doar, dying brother. At- 
tack mo, if you will, hut spare him.'' 
Enraged at this bold and unc.x;pected 
movement, tho prioat called for a man to 
put Mr. Gray out, but no one responded, 
as nearly tlie wliolo congregation was in 
sympathy with Mr. 0., and at heart en. 
dorsnd his conduct. Tlieir nction was a 
proof of this. Tlic priest tlicii apiicajril 
to the soldiers jireseut to put him cut, but 
the soldiers did not obey orders. Mr. 
Gray then continued, substantially as fol- 
lows : " Father Roche, I appeol to this 
congregation to say whether you have not 
scandalized them by your conduct and 
disgraced the ministry. And, if so, I ask 
them to mark their dissnpproval of your 
conduct by leaving the c'lurcli." At this 
point indescribaljlo confusion reigned. 
Women and children wept and soreanii il, 
while all rose to leave. Two men, seem- 
ingly with hostile intent, approached Mr. 
(i., but an overpowering niiniber of his 
friends and sympathizers rushed to llio 
rescue. One of the eongregatioii was 
struck by a supporter of the priest, but tlie 
assailant was soon pitched out of doors. 
Mr. Gray's mother was present and 
bathed in tears at the priest's remarks and 
the disgracefu! riot which ensued. As 
tho congregation was leaving, li'athtr 
Roche exclaimed : " Oh, how 1 sympa- 
thize with that young man's mother's feel- 
ings. If I do not scourge him, God will."

Exciting Rescue of Five Ladiesi 

A few days since a party of five young 
ladies were liuthing at Newquay, Devon, 
when Miey were carried out of their depth 
by the sudden rising of the tide and the 
strong ground sea that was running at the 
time. Tlicy succeeded in getting upon 
a rock surrounded by deep water, on 
which a strong flood tide was running. 
The father of some of the paity succeeded 
in getting three of them over the first 
channel to hiizher rocks, tboagb he was 
twice swept away by the current while 
swimming with his younger dangeter. 
The remaining two had become so much 
frightened that they could not move, and 
I they certainly would have been lost hud 
not their condition been seen by Mr. W. 
E. Mitohel, who happened to be passing 
at the time. He rnshed into the woter, 
but not being able to reach them he im- 
tuediately ran for assistance, and ordered 
some boats and the rocket apparatus to 
bo taken round to their rescue. Mr. 
Martyn, of Truro, and Mr. W. Hawkey, 
jun , of Newquay, who were bathing near 
at tlie time, heard the screams also, and 
ran to their assistance. Meanwhile *hu 
three who thought theiiisolvcs eafe found 
that a wider and deeper channel separated 
them from the mainland, and for somo 
time they were in us great danger as the 
two who were left behind. By this time 
several persons had assembled, and Mr. 
R. W. White, of Newquay, with great in- 
trepidity threw off his clothes and swam 
to tho assistance of tho two ladios who 
were furiliurniost from tho land, and suc- 
ceeded in keeping them on the rock in 
.spite of the sea which was breaking 
fi iiihtl'ully over them. One was washed 
oil", hut he succeeded in catching her by 
the liair, and drew her agMin to tho rock, 
wliieli was now covered with wator. By 
I his time otiicr assistance arrived, and 
Mr. Lionel L. Brett 2iid Wost India 
Regiment, and Mr. Henry Ilicks, princi- 
pal officer of her Majesty's Customs, 
Ncwc|nay, swam out to Air. \Vliite'B as- 
sistance, and by the aid of a rope which 
was brought in a fow minutes after hap- 
pily hroiiiclit them all safe to land. Two 
of the ladies were in such an exliai)3ted 
condition as to be utterly nnahle. to make 
any effort to save themselves. The boats 
came round, but owing to tho strong sea 
running at the time could not come near. 
Jn ten minutes after alt were landed the 
rocks all round were in a boiling surf. —
